The anfouncement that the Free State 


| Government is preparing. a bill for the 


settlement of Irish land purchase has pro- 
voked a great deal of wild talk on the 
subject. In some quarters it is demanded 
that the bill shall be virtually a measure 
of confiscation, and the surviving land- 
lords are represented as enemies of the 
people and grinders of the faces of the 
poor. No sensible man sapposes that the 
Government will be influenced by such 
clamour ; but before the bill is introduced 
the general public ought to be familiar 
with the landlords’ point of view. It 
is set forth to-day, very clearly and 
moderately, in the statement which was 
adopted recently at a meeting of the land- 
lords and land agents of the Counties of 
Limerick and Clare. The tenants’ claim 
for sweeping reductions in prices has been 
reinforced during the last two years by a 
general withholding of rents in many parts 
of the country; and there appears to be 
an expectation—at any rate, there is a 
demand—that these arrears will be can- 
celled, wholly or in large measure, by the 
Government's Bill. The landlords have no 
difficulty in showing that any such pro- 
cedure would be grossly unfair to them. 
In proof of their contention that the 
majority of tenants have the means to 
pay rents and land purchase annuities 
they cite the absence of any strike against 
rents in the Six Counties—where, accord- 
ing to the annual report of the Belfast 
Chamber of Commerce, agriculture is not 
thriving—the huge deposits in the Irish 
banks, and the high price which‘is paid 
when a tenant's interest is offered for sale 
in the open market. Nevertheless, for the 
sake of an amicable settlement, the state- 
ment suggests a means by which, without 
loss to any landlord, arrears of rent may 
cease to be a present anxiety to any 
ytenant. On the main question of land 
purchase the statement submits that there 
is no case for the reduction of future 
prices below the level which was proposed 


| in the Land Bill of 1920, and that any 


such reduction would throw the whole 
settlement of . Irish land parchase— 
achieved and yet to be achieved—into 
hopeless It 
apparently, by these Southern landlords 
that, under the new bill, purchase prices 
will be paid in a five per cent. stock 
bearing the joint guarantee of the British 
and Irish Free State Governments; and, 
indeed, it is obvious that so large a trans- 
action cannot be completed without the 
help of British credit. There are two 
safeguards against the embodiment of a 
policy of plunder in Mr. Hogan s bill. 
One is the honesty and sanity of the Free 
State Government, which cannot afford,

The other is the justice of 
the British Government, which certainly 
would refuse to lend its credit to any 
scheme for the compulsory expropriation 
of Irish land-owners on harsh and immoral] 
terms. 


A Critical Session. 

Yesterday the British House of fom- 
mons met after the Easter recess. The 
session which has just begun will be 
one of the the 
famous general election of 1918, and, quite 
possibly, may determine the fate of Mr. 
Bonar Law s Administration. Six months 
ago the British people welcomed the return 
of a Conservative Government with 
heart-felt joy. They hoped that it would 
restore the country to a condition of poli. 
tical and social stability; and they felt 
that they could trust Mr. Bonar Law. 
Unfortunately for Mr. and for 
the country, the fall Mr, Lloyd 
George involved the political eclipse for 
the time being of some of the most highly 
gifted members of the Conservative Party, 
The Earl of Birkenhead, Mr. Austen 
Chamberlain, Sir Laming Worthington- 
Evans and Sir Robert Horne followed their 
chief into the wilderness, with the result 
that Mr. Bonar Law was forced to recruit 
his Cabinet from men who were hardly 
of Front Bench calibre. The regrettable 
indisposition of the Premier revealed at 
once the famine that was in the land. 
With the possible exception of Mr. Stanley 
Baldwin, none of the members of the 
Cabinet has succeeded in making that, 
impression on the House of Commons 
which is essential to a Government's 
stability and success. 

The remarkable speech of Sir William 
Joynson Hicks last week, at Norwich, sug- 
gests that Mr, Bonar Law is prepared, 
under certain conditions, to accept the 
assistance of the Conservative Ministers 
who served under Mr. Lloyd George. The 
Postmaster-General admitted quite frankly 
that the Conservative Party could not 
afford to dispense with the services of 
these men, and he appealed to them to 
return to the Government fold. If the 
appeal is successful, a great change will 
be wrought in the political situation. The 
National Libera] Party will disappear, and 
Mr. Lloyd George will be compelled either 
to throw in his lot with the Liberals, 
accepting the leadership of Mr. Asquith, or 
to abandon all hope of recovering his lost 
position in the nation’s public life. 
Furthermore, Mr. Bonar Law's Govern- 
ment will be strengthened to such a degree 
that the chances of a Labour victory at 
the next general election will diminish 
considerably. A united Conservative 
Party could face the future with the 
utmost confidence, because the electorate 
dislikes very heartily the prospect of a 
Labour Administration. The Premier will 
be well advised, therefore, ‘to secure the 
return of the party exiles at the earliest 
possible moment. 

The immediate problem beiore the Go- 
vernment is the Budget. Last year's 
yield of revenue exceeded all expecta- 
tions, and Mr. Baldwin has found himself 
with a realised surplus of more than 
£100,000,000, or fifty per cent. of what was 
regarded as an abnormally high. Budget 
before the war. The Chancellor of the 
Exchequer is bound by precedent to apply 
this large sum to the reduction of debt;

Dublin Castle, is a case of history repeatin 
itself. For the Courts sat in the Castle for 
longish spélis in Tudor times, and again 
thfoughout the whole of the Stuart period. 
In the first instance they were held there for 
safety, and later on for convenience. 

The first Courts of English Law in this 
country of which there is any record were 
held about the year 1300 at a place called 
Collett’s Inn, outside the city walls, on the 
ground whereen Exchequer street now 
stands—whence. has this thoroughfare 
derived its name, the Court of Exchequer 
being located here as well.

GENERAL MULCAHY’S STATEMENT 


In a special Order of the Day issued to the 
troops by General Mulcahy from General 
Headquarters of the Free State Army last 
Saturday, the Commander-in-Chief says — 

The allegation is made thet Christopher 
Brealin and Joseph Kernan, who were 
murdered in Dublin on 3rd April, 1825, 
were murdered by persons holding post- 
tions in the Irish Army. 

Such arts and the doers of euch acta 
are repudiated by the Army. 

Its record during the very dificult past 
demonstrates indisputahly that such acts 
are utterly foreign to its apirit. 

Tt ws the duty of any officer or man 
having information that sould establish 
the tdentity of any prreon concerned in 
these murdere to communicate. without 
delgw, that information to the Com- 
mand or-in-C hae}.

Théy were looking 
for one of the assistants, who escaped out 
the back. 

Coroner—You don't know that yourseli ? 

Witness—I was in the shop, and saw him 
go out the back when the troops came. 

Coroner--Was one of the men that you saw 
in St. Stephen a Green the man you saw iD 
civilian clothes gt the raid’ Yes, sir. 

In reply to Mr. O'Byrne, the boy said that 
he could not remember exactly where the raid 
was in South Richmond street, but it was 
nine or ten months ago. It was in the summer.

A MINISTER’S EVIDENCE

went from Westland Row to Merrion square, 
on to Haddington road and Leeson street, and 
visited University Church and St. Vincent's 
Hospital.

MR. HARVEY’S BRILLIANT: 
RECORD. 


To the current number of Tie Landmark, 
the organ of the English Speaking Union, 
Mr. Sydney Brooks contributes an interesting 
survey of Mr. Harvey’s eecord during the two 
years of his Ambassadorship in London. 

Mr. Brooke shows how brilliantly the choice 
of Mr. Harvey has been justified; end how 
exceptional his eervices have been in settling 
ee -Ameri¢an difficulties. These services 
cold only have been rendered by one who 
enjoyed the full and equal confidence of both 
the British and the United States Govern- 
ments. 


“Among Mr. Marvey’s predecessors,’ says 
Mr. Sydney Brooks, “none approached him 
in political influence. Mr. Bayard, Mr. Hay, 
Mr. Choate, Mr. Whitelaw Reid, Mr. Page, 
end Mr. Davis were all men of wnusual 
capacities and of the highest distinction. But 
they had never been in polities; they were 
not on terms of any particular intimacy with 
the Presidents who appointed them ; they were 
not expe@ted to initiste anything; and it was 
very rarely that the authorities at Washing- 
ton paid any real attention to what they 
said, or even roubled to read their 
despatches. 

Mr. Harvey's case is very different. He is 
a power in Washington. He is a trusted 
friend and adviser of the President. There 
ia, perhaps, no one in whose political judg- 
ment Mr. Herding has greater or better 
justified faith, When he sent him to London 
the President expected Mr. Harvey to be 
more than a mere transmitter of proposals and 
representations which he had done nothing to 
originate. He expected him to be in rt 
almost as much a member of the President's 
Cabinet as though he were in residence on the 
banks of the Potomac. 

“This is a function that no previous Ameri- 
can Ambassador has sthemphed or been quali- 
fied to fulfil. Mr. Harvey has discharged it 
not only with gusto, but with extraordinary 
competence, and above all with a passion of 
enthusiasm fot the cause of Anglo-American 
co-operation. The consequence is that the 
two years of his ambassadorship have been 
distinguished, above al] things, by achieve- 
ment, and that to the list of things done, 
questions settled, obstacles removed, his own 
efforts and qualities have made a powerful and 
not infreauently, the decisive. contribution.” 

The writer proceeds to remind us that in

WINTRY WEATHER. 


SNOW AND HAIL STORMS IN

Sim,—We have to face the fact that a spirit 
of communism has permeated the insular and 
semi-educated people of this island, showing 
itself in extravagantly greedy demands and in 
withholding rents and land purchase annuities. 
We may solely assume that there are £500, 
of arrears of purchase annuities at the present 
time, which will supply an index to the vastly 
greater money obligations due in the form of 
rents. To out this state of affairs a settlement 
of the rent question must be laid down aa a 
preliminary. This can be done, in the first 
instance, by negotiation or other means be- 
tween the parties, and, if this fails, by com- 
pulsorily adding a proper proportion of rent 
to the purchase price. 

As to the necessary finance, the following 
suggestions occur. <A very large amount of 
money is held by tenant farmers on deposit 
account in the various banks at about 14 per 
cent., as at present. We may assume that at 
least £80,000,000 will be required to complete 
land purchase, and I consider that it would 
be feasible to get such tenants as could afford 
it to advance or pay one-fifth of the purchase 
money in cash~—a first-class investment and 
remunerative in the way of at once reducing 
the purchase annuity. A special inducement 
might be devised to facilitate or promote such 
an operation. Many owners wouid be willing 
to allow a ion of the purchase money to 
remain outstanding on mortgage. the interest 
payable to be part of the purchase annuity, 
and such mortgages, guaraniced by the State, 
to be redeemable ai fixed periods of five and 
ten years. Priority in dealing with the above 
classes of purchase would promote the success 
of such schemes.—Yours, ¢ic., aa eas

Srr,—f have been watching for what the 
Free State will do in regard to the taxation 
of resident aliens. In this connection I may 
na out that every citizen of the United 

tes is obliged to pay an moome tax to the 
Government yearly, whether he reside at 
home or abroad. I believe that there are 
thousands—or ! might, perhaps, say hundreds 
of thousands—of citizens of Irish birth or 
extraction who are thinking of returning to 
Ireland when things settle down there—as I 
hope most ardently they will soon. But before 
they decide the matter they, of course, want 
to know where they would stand in regard to 
taxation. If they had to pay an income tax to 
the Free State as well as to the United States, 
that might deter them from changing their 
domicile. I do not speak of those who would 
bay property in Ireland, but simply of those 
who would live there on income received from 
the United States. 

It seems to me that it would be good policy 
on the part of the Free State to exempt the 
latter entirely from income tax.—Yours, etc.,

There was vigorous opposition by the 
Labour Party to a bill b t in by the 
Home Secretary for the recruiting of Special 
Constables, so that the existing force might 
be maintained to cope with emergencies that 
might arise.

Mr. Bridgeman said that the suspicions ex- 
pressed by the hon. members opposite were 
amazing. He qe the suggestion that 
this was panic islation. It was not an 
anti-Lebour but an anti-digorder measure. 
(Labour cries of “Oh!”) The bill simply 
continued a force already in existence, which 
would not be called into active operation un- 
less circumstances demanded it. 

Colonel Wedgwood said that he considered 
the bill a fresh edition of the Citizens’ Defence 
Force. 

Just before 11 o'clock Mr Bridgeman 
moved the closure and this was carried by 
214 votes to 126. 

The amendment for the rejection of the bill 
was negatived by 218 votes to 122 and the bill 
was read a second time.

Mr. Warwick Daw, of the firm of Herring, 
Son, and Daw, assessors, Queen Victoria 
street, E.C., in an interview yesterday, said 
that Mrs. Thompson's necklace consisted of a 
finely graduated string of 96 pearls, with a 
demneal torpedo clasp. It was insured for 
about £1,760. 

When the pearls were first reported missing, 
said Mr. Daw, the house was searched from 
floor. to céiling, but no trace of them could be 
found. The local police were called in, and 
assisted in the inquirles, and, later, on behalf 
of my firm, I went to Weymouth and made a 
personal investigation. 

Another search was made, and Mrs. Thomp- 
son decided to examine her clothing again 
She picked up a motor-clove, and as she did 
so the string of pearls fell out.

CHURCHES €HRONGED 
DESPITE MOBS.

From forty times forty churches in the dark 
hours of morning ten thousand bells 
their brazen melodies, announcing the 
Resurrection. The air vibrated with the 
ur, as if those who pulled the tongues 
of the fixed belis were hurling defiance at the 
crowds gathered below to bring the fight 
against religion into the very churches them- 


selves. 
The bearded Antonin, Bishop of the “Living 
Church,” preached a jong v t sermon, 
in which he said not a word about the great 
re and anti-religious agitations that are 
filling the hearts minds of the 

but spoke of man and his sins, and how they 
were washed clean by the Blood of the Lamb. 
He pleaded for cleanliness in heart and body. 
holt than. in cohclusion, he lifted his hands 
to the golden Ikon of the haloed Christ, and 
exclaimed, “ Father, iorgive them, for they 
know not what they do.” 

It was the Cathedral of the Holy Saviour, 
the church, of the Patriarch Tikhon, who 
iaces his tial for counter-revolutionary 
charges on Wednesday. 

The crowds came early, the devout wend- 
ing their way in ones and twos, followed by 
an unbroken procession of thousands, w 
the church to the accompaniment of 
a tamult of laughter from those gathered for 
= Easter.” 

At midnight the singing began. At 2 a.m. 
the heavy toll of the bells from 1,600 churches 
was heard, the slow booming being followed 

the shanting of old Gregorian verses. 

hours went on the crowds increased. The 
singing swelled, and religious emotion seized 
on all, —. 

But without the church the demonstration 
also reached its zenith. To the shouts and 
laughter wae added soap-box oratory. Anti- 
religious bara were delivered irom the 
church eps, os which I could not 
understand, but the tone of which was un- 
mistakable. 

Then an “ American comrade” was intro 
duced, who, in perfect English, delivered him. 
self as follows :—‘* Comrades, I am glad to 
be here where are succeeding 
in destroyin the Church and the 
superstitions which have kept the workers in 
chains for centuries. Back in America 
millions ‘still believe this damn nonsense of 
priests and rabbis.” 

Meanwhile, the church bells had taken on 
a more lively and more defiant tone, a 
sporadic outbursts of folk songs among the 
anti-religionists gave way to the “ Inter- 
nationale. 

'“ Arise, ye workers of the worjd " sang the 
mob, trying to drown the rival beils. 
‘Glory to Ged in the highest *’ 

chor. 

Soldiers in. khaki, with pointed cloth 
helmets enriched.with red stars; students of 
Communist universities, many Mohammedan 
yellow men among them, joined hands and 

an marching around the Cathedral singing 
the ‘‘ Internationale.”

Such was the anti-religious demonstration of 
Moscow's Red Easter. It was red without 
bloodshed and without violence, but yet it 
marks an historical moment in the religious 
struggle of Rassia.

GOODS WAGONS BURNED. 


On Saturday night the goods train from 
Dublin to Ballina, which left Castlerea at 
7 p.m., was stopped about two miles from 
Castlerea by armed men. The driver and 
fireman were ordéred off the engine, which 
was then deteched from the wagons and 
started off ‘in the direction of Ballinlough 
Station, two miles away. Fortunately, 
before it reached the station the engine came 
to a stand-still, A number of wagons were 
sprinkled with petrol, and four of them which 
contained foodstuffs were burned. 


STEAM TRAM WRECKED. 

At Brittas, Co. Dublin, vesterday morning, 
au attempt was made to destroy the Dublin and 
Blessington Steam Tramway Co’s train from 
Terenure, carrying mails, goods and passengers 
for Blessington and the district. Four youn 
men, who were armed with revolvers, tenner 
the train and ofdered the drivers and 
passengers away. 

They removed the mail bage for Brittas, 
Blessington and Ballymore-Eustace, and put 
the engine into motion. The train ran back- 
wards at. a high speed towards Dublin. A 
goods train was coming in the opposite direc- 
tion along the single line of rails, and the 
driver of the mail train went along the road 
towards Crooksling to warn it of its danger. 

The uncontrolled traip gathered speed, but 
at Bryan's Bridge, near Crooksling, the mail 
van, which was Jeading, left the ‘rails, taking 
the carriage and engine with it. The van 
was smashed, and some foodstuffs which it 
contained were thrown about the road. Little 
damage was done to the carriage and the 
engine, bat the line was blocked for a time, 
and no trains r Mm “é during the 
early part of the day. ravellers from 
Brittas to Dublin were carried by a relief 
train which was sent from Templeogue. 

It is stated that the object of the outrage 
was to dislocate the service to Blessington for 
Punchestown Races to-day and to-morrow. 
The management state, however, that the race 
train service will be run as advertised. 


RAILWAY METALS DESTROYED. 

About 600 metal “‘ chairs "’ were destroyed 
on the Great Southern and Western Railway 
line at Ballydrehid, between Bansha and 
Cahir, on Saturday night. An armoured train 
arrived on the scene on Sunday. Trains were 
run on the line on Monday as usual. 


MINES ON A BRIDGE. 

Early Gn Saturday morning an abortive 
attempt was made to blow up a large iron 
bridge across a river on the Birr-Roecrea 
branch of the Great Southern and Western 
Railway near Roserea, and close to the mil! of 
Mount St. Joseph's Monastery. Investigation 
showed that large mines had been placed in 
position, and on top of the bridge, but, not 
connected with the mines, le of electric 
cable were found. On the bridge also was a 
pool of blood, and it is thought that a grenade 
was accidentally e , injering one of the 
raiders, and that attempt to blow up the 
bridge was then . The te h 
wires were cut, so that the morning train from 
Birr to Regerea did not run that morning. 
The mines were removed by the military and 
train traffic was on Saturday evening. 
No damage was done to the bridge.

The following statement has been adopted 
at a meeting of the landlords and land agents 


of County Limerick and County Clare, and 


copies have been sent to the Minister for 
Agriculture and the Secretary of the Irish 
Landowners’ Convention:— — 

We have had under consideration the ques- 


 tiows arising from the general non-payment of 


rents and other legal obligations in a great 
part of Treland during the past couple of 
years, and the demands that have arisen in 
the same period for a reduction in the prices 
roposed in the British Government -Land 

ill of 1920 for the compulsory sale and 
purchase of all unsold agricultural holdings in 
this country. 

Dealing first with the arrears of rent, our 
information is to the effect that the great 
majority of tenants are well. able to pay their 
rents, interest in’ lieu of rent, and purchase 
annuities; that most of them are honestly 
willing to pay; and that the present position 
has been mostly brought about by various 
forms of intimidation on the part of a com- 
paratively small section, some of whom, are 
really in financial difficulties from one cause 
or another, while the residue are deliberately 


dishonest. 
IN ‘THE NORTH. 

In the six counties of Northern Ireland 
there has been no strike against the payment 
of rents, and no demand for a reduction of 
purchase annuities. The same is jargely true 
of the northern districts of the Irish Free 
State. Economic conditions in those counties 
and districts and in the southern and western 
portions of the Irish Free State have been 
and are practically the same. 

All over Ireland also, after the year 1914, 
there was an enormous increase in the market 
prices of every item of agricultural produce, 
with the result that all farmers made such 
unprecedented profits that the Government 
raised the assessment of agricultural land for 
income tax under Schedule B from one-third 
of the Poor Law valuation to the full Poor 
Law valuation in the three years 1915 to 1918, 
and to twice the Poor Law valuation (or six 
times its original figure) in the four years 
1918 to 1922. 

In every part of Ireland also, in the period 
under review, the deposits in the Irish banks 
have enormously increased, and the great 
bulk of these deposits have always represented 
the savings of the agricultural classes. The 
eer ecngge increase in these deposits in the 
ast few years may be illustrated by the 
figures for the National Bank and the 
Munster and Leinster Bank (the two banking 
institutions which have the largest number of 
offices and sub-offices in the agricultural] dis- 
tricts) '—

To the foregoing facts we may add that, 
whenever a ténant’s interest is offered for 
sale, willing purchasers are found who 15 
the outgoing tenant sums ranging (according 
to the size and quality of the holding) from 
20 to 50, 60, or even 80, years’ purchase of 
the rent. 

We submit, therefore, that no case exists 
for legislation to compulsorily reduce or ex- 
tinguish at the expense of the landlord any 
portion of the rent and arrears that have 
accrued since the first gale day of 1920, and 
we entertain no doubt that, if no middle 
evarse should be found, there would be a 
genera! resumption of payments as soon as the 
power to enforce payment has been restored, 
especially when reinforced by the special legis- 
lation that has just been enacted. 

We are aware that in a certain number of 
cases landlords have latterly found themselves 
compelled to yield to the pressure of the 
difficulties imposed upon them by the con- 
tinued non-payment of their rents, and haye 
granted all-round reductions of the arrears 
due. 
all such arrangements have been made (and 
in other cases may still have to be made) 
under illegal pressure and duress, and prove 
nothing as to the merits of the claim to which 
the landlord has yielded. Much less do they 
prove that the rents in question are other 
than perfectly reasonable and fair. 

HE 1882 ACT. 

Having regard to the ‘undoubted ability of 
the great majority of the tenants te pay the 
vents that have been withheld during the 
whole or portion of the period dating from 
about the first gale day of 1920, we hesitate to 
believe that the Government of the Irish Free 
State would be willing to propose legislation 
to make any all-round or indiscriminate reduc- 
tion in these rents, 

lf, however, some form of compulsory reduc- 
tion should be contemplated, we respectfully 
submit that it should be on the principle 
ae in the Arreara of Rent (Ireland) Act, 
1882, and that every tenant claiming the pro- 
posed reduction should be required—as under 
Section 1 (1) (c) of that Act—to prove to the 
satisfaction of an investigator, appointed by 
the Irish Land Commission, that to force him 
to pay his rent in full would entail “‘losa of 
his holding or deprivation of the means neces- 
sary for the cultivation thereof.” 

® impose a statutory reduction in every 
case without some such investigation would 
simply mean the confiscation of portion of the 
Jandlord’s rent in tens of thousands of cases 
in which the tenant is beyond all doubt well 
able and (we believe in most. such cases) 
honestly willing to pay in fall. 

We should be glad, however, if some means 
could be found of obviating the necessity for 
any such troublesome investigations, and 
above all for widespread legal proceedings that 
would cause more or less friction and un- 
friendly feelings. We, therefore, suggest that 
legislation might be promptly passed under 
wich all rent and arrears due at or after the 
first gale day of 1920 might: be capitalised to 
eny extent which the tenant was unable or 
unwilling to pay, and the amount thereof paid 
forthwith to the landlord (or other person en- 
titled to them) in 5 per cent. Stock, bearin 
the joint guarantee of the British and Trish 
Free State Governments, the amount of such 
Stock to be later on added to the tenant's 
purchase money under the proposed general 

urchase Act. 

We cannot doubt that the British Govern- 
ment would be willing to assist in a proposal that 
would entail no real risk of loss to the British 
taxpayer, but would remove a difficulty that is 
causing serious trouble and unrest in the Irish 
Free State.

We desire to point out, however, that | 
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trifling addition to his purchase annuity 
spread over 60 or 70 years. On the other 
hand, the landlord would receive the full 
amount of the arrears in question in a security 
that he could at once realise at probably its 
full face value; but it should also be provided 
that, where his estate had been under the 
management of an agent, the latter should be 
entitled to receive so much of said Stock as 
would be equivalent at its face value to the 
fees that he would have been entitled to if the 
tenant had paid his rent or arrears in cash 
instead of capitalising them. 
FAIR PRICES. 

Passing next to the fair prices to be paid 
by tenant purchasers under the intended 
general Compulsory Act, we submit that no 
case exists for altering the prices embodied in 
the British Land Bill of 1920, and derived 
from the purchase scheme snanimously 
adopted by the Irish Convention in 1918. It 
is admitted that there was an unexpected and 
somewhat substantial fall in the prices of 
farming stock in 1921, but these prices have 
latterly been rising again, and in any case 
the market prices of ‘all farming produce and 
stock are stil] greatly higher than those which 
were the basis of the rents on which the 
urchase prices proposed in the Report of the 
rish Convention of 1918 and the Land Bill of 
1920 were agreed to. 

The agitation for a reduction of these prices 
is clearly due to compleie ignorance of the 
basis on which they were arrived at. That 
basis is fully described in paragraph 27, 28 
and 29 of pages 92-94 of the Report of the 
Irish Convention (Par. Paper No. Cd. 9019). 
‘The annuities payable under those prices 
would only be the average of the annuities 
that have been paid for many years in the 
same county without difficulty or demur by 
tenants who purchased under the Act of 1903 
at prices within the zones, on first or second 
term judicial rents, fixed during the 30 years 
1881 to 1911. There were over 32,000 such 
purchasers on first term rents and over 60,000 
on second term rents. 

The agricultural prices upon which those 
judicia] rents were fixed will be found in 
Parliamentary Paper (H.C.) No. 145 of 
Session 1920, and the most casual glance will 
show that those prices were greatly lower than 
those which tenants have obtained for every 
item of farm produce and stock since 1914. 
For the less numerous classes of purchasers 
under the Act of 1903 on third term judicial 
rents and non-judicial rents, the Report of the 
Irish Convention adopted equally moderate 
bases of calculation. 

UNANSWERABLE CLAIM. 

It follows that, if the prices in the Land 
Bill of 1920 should be reduced for future pur- 
chasers, all purchasers under the Act of 1903 
would have aa equitable, and, indeed, un- 
answerable, claim for a similar reduction in 
the annuities which they have hitherto freely 
paid under that Act. Any such concession 
could hardly represent a total remission of 
much less than £500,000 a year for the next 
60 years or more, and this huge sum would 
have to be provided not by landlords only, 
but by the general body of Irish. taxpayers, 
because (what is, perhaps, not generally 
known) all existing purchase annuities were 
granted (under Section 26 of the Government 
of Ireland Act, 1920) as a free gift to both 
Irish Parliaments, and, therefore, belong not 
to landlords or tenants or any other class, but 
to Irish taxpayers generally. 

We, therefore, confidently submit that no 
case exists for making any reduction, and that 
no reduction whatever #hould be made in the 
prices for future purchases proposed in the 
Land Bill of 1920. 

We recognise. however, that some form of 
assistance or relief should be found to remove 
any controversies or difficulties that exist, or 
are supposed to exist, and we suggest that it 
might take the form of restoring the system 
of decadal reductions during the first 30 years 
of the annuity term, instead of leaving the 

at bulk of the benefit of land purchase to 
Te unened by remote posterity. 

Means should also m found of keeping all 
tenant-purchasers informed of the very sub- 
stantial reduction in their annual payments 
which they would secure by investing portion 
of their savings in or towards redeeming their 
purchase annuities, instead of leaving them 
deposited in Banks or Post Offices at a very 
low rate of interest. 

LABOUR. 

Much stress is laid by speakers on the 
tenants’ side on the increase in the cost of 
labour, but no labour is employed on the small 
holdings, which comprise fully 80 per cent, of 
the agricultural holdings in Ireland, and the 
tenants of the larger holdings are the class who 
have made the largest profits by the general 
rise in agricultural prices since 1914. All such 
tenants are certainly well able to pay annuities 
of the same amount as purchasers of the same 
class have been paying for many years under 
the Act of 1903. 

In conclusion, we would point out that we 
are not proposing that the capitalising of the 
whole or portion of his recent arrears, or ac- 
cepting decadal reductions, should be com- 
pulsory on any tenant. They should be entirely 
at each tenant’s option. This principle was 
explicitly embodied as regards Ei redue- 
tions in Section 25 (3) of the Act of 1896: and 
the capitalisation of portion of a tenant's 
arrears, and spreading their payment over a 
long number of years by a small annual charge 
on his holding, was sanctioned hy Section 16 
of the Arrears of Rent Act,. 1882. 

Our desire in adopting titis statement has 
been, on the one hand, to protect the landlord 
from unnecessary confiscation of any further 
portion of his income or property (already 
greatly depleted by previous land legislation|, 
and, on the other, to enable the tenant to 
honestly discharge his legal obligations on the 
easiest terms possible and without loss to the 
general taxpayer, and in both these ways to 
help to restore peace and contentment in a 
country that is at present gadly divided on 
many important questions.

BOOM WHEN POLICY IS 
CHANGED, 


— 


The annual meeting of the Belfast Chamber 
of Commerce was held yesterday afternoon 
in the Ulster Hall, Belfast. 

The annual report commented upon the fact 
| that law and order had been re-established 
throughout Northern Ireland, that normal 
conditions everywhere prevailed, and that in- 
dustry and commerce proceeded without in- 
terruption. ‘‘The past year,” it said, “ has 
been eventiul and important; it has wit- 
nessed the solidification of the new machinery 
of government now energetically functioning 
in our midst, and an almost complete transi- 
tion from the old order of things. By the 
wisdom of their general policy, those in 
authority have already attracted public con- 
fidence in no smal] degree, and your Council 
can but reaffirm their confident hope that the 
administration of Northern Ireland will be 
characterised by economy and efficiency, and 
. that its legislation will be directed with a 
single eye to the good of the common weal. 

“ With one Department of the Government 
in particular, the Mmistry of Commerce, your 
Council and officers have been in close, con- 
stant, and harmonious tonch, and they desire 
to record their deep appreciation of the prac- 
tical and eminently useful character oi its 
work.” 

Referring to the establishment of an Asso- 
ciation of Northern Ireland Chambers of Com- 
merce, the report stated that in the opinion of 
the Council it would result in enduring work 
of much utility to the trade and commerce of 
Belfast and the six counties. 

The report referred at Jength to cross- 
Channel and railway rates, and said that the 
general reduction to 75 per cent, over pre- 
war rates made in August last left the rates 
too high. 

‘It is understood, however, that the rail- 
way companies are seriously considering an 
all-round further reduction to 50 per cent. 
over pre-war rates, which has been the con- 
sistent demand of your Traftic Committee, and 
it is hoped that an official intimation to this 
effect will be made before very long. When 
this takes place, it will be necessary to see 
that the rates on “small parcels '—a very 
important matter in these days of hand-to- 
mouth trading, are also reduced to a point far 
below their present figure—viz., 100 per cent. 
over pre-war rates.’’

STATE OF INDUSTRIES. 


Turning to the local industries, Mr. Webb 
said that the position of the linen trade could 
not cause us anything but concern. It ought 
to be one of the favoured industries, for its 
best market, America, was in a condition of 


not more than 50 per cent. of its capacity, 
and, if reports were true, on by no means a 
profitable basis. 

Business was a little biisker at the moment, 
but what was the good of that if it was not 
being transacted at a profit? The linen tfade 
seemed temporarily to have lost its “punch.” 
Times had been hard, but there was no good 
losing heart, and ynless they were going to 
take up seriously the question of popularising 
and increasing the demand for linen, it would 

many @ year before it regained its pre-war 
position. 

The one bright spot was the prospect of the 
yield of flax fibre. The amount of fibre per acre 
had been materially increased by the pure 
strain seed produced by the Linen Industry Re- 
search Society. This would take some time, 
but double the fibre yield meant raw materia! 
at half the cost, and this was in sight, and 
was worth working for. 

The prospects regarding the flax supply 
were brighter, because last year, though the 
acreage was very small, the yield of fibre 
showed a decided improvement and farmers 
made a profit. They might, therefore, expect 
a larger sowing this year all over, and should 
the yield keep up to the average they need 
not have undue anxiety regarding raw mate- 
rial. (Applause.) 

Dealing with shipbuilding, he said that 
about 50 per cent. of the men were fully em- 
ployed, which was a considerably larger per- 
centage than in other shipbuilding centres. 
The Belfast shipyards were “live’’ concerns, 
and they might be depended on to get their 
share of what work was going. 

Other industries were feeling the depression 
to a greater or less degree. 

Until deflation was stopped they need not 

expect good trade, for the effect of deflation, 
speaning broadly, was to make money dearer 
and commodities cheaper; and while that 
process was going on, no matter if the banks 
were stuffed with money, there would be no 
confidence in buying, and purchasers would 
hold off.

MAIL BAGS SEIZED. 


DARING “ HOLD-UP ” AT 
FINGLAS. 


Two combination motor cycles, one the 
property of the Post Office Department, con- 
taining seven bags of letters and ten post 
office keys, were seized near Finglas Bridge 
at about 6 o'clock Jast evening and driven 
into Dublin by armed men. 

Thomas J. Dixon, Post Office motor driver, 
who was accompanied by another cyclist, 
Joseph Gerrard, 2 Barrow street, Ringsend, 
was on his way from Finglas Post Office to 
the Fowler Hall in Parnell square, Dublin, 
when the robbery was committed.

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EMPLOYER AND EMPLOYE 


RELATIONSHIP DISCUSSED BY 
DUBLIN ROTARIANS. 


At the lunch meeting of the Rotary Club, 
Dublin, at Kidd’s Buffet yesterday—Nr. W. 
A. McConnell. O.B.E., President. in the chair 
__Sir Thomas Robinson addressed the members 
in continuation of the discussion initiated at 
the last meeting by Mr. C. E. Jacob on the 
subject of ‘‘ Relationships Between Employe: 
and Employé.’’ 

Sir Thomas Robinson, 
address. said that the question of the relation- 
ship between employer and employe was an 
international question with Rotarians. In his 
search for information he had come across the 
standard American code, extracts from which 
he read, including one, which caused some 
laughter, that “the unusual employé shal! not 
be allowed to give more than an honest day s 
work for the pay. he receives.” 

The standard American code shonted at 
them to do unto others as they would be done 
bv, and the men that he had been meeting at 
the Rotary Clab, Dublin, had been doing that 
all their lives. “He would be sorry to think 
that the British Rotarv Clubs contained men 
who had to be warned on account of wrong 
practices in trade. 

Some thirty years he 
picketing was legalised as a weapon to be used 
by discontented employés. Picketing was 
another name for physical force, and since 
physical force had been made legal in trade 
disputes it had become impossible for any 
organisation outside the trade itself to inter- 
fere, and Rotary. as an organisation, was im- 
mediately up against that proposition. 

What he was faced with was the difficult, 
of Rotary as an association in doing anything 
in this matter of relationship between em- 
plover and employé; but he was not so pes- 
simistic of what Rotarians conid do as in- 
dividual members of the association. 

So far as the welfare of the emplove was 
concerned, that was a thing that had been 
connected with trade as long as trade had 
existed. and if was a burning question, because 
legislation had interfered with the relations 
between employer and employé. i 

Three kinds of emplovers were interested in 
employés’ welfare—employers who did welfare 
work among their people because they loved 
to do so, and without expectation of reward ; 
employers who did welfare work because they 
expected to get profit out of it, and employers 
who did welfare work because they were com- 
pelled by law to do it. Employers would have 
to combine for the welfare of their employés, 
although he did not think they would get any 
benefit out of it. 

The only thing Rotarians could do was to 
form their ideas and quietly impress them on 
those with whom they came in contact. To 
do anything else, he thought. would. be 
antagonistic to the constitution of Rotary. 

Mr. W. MeMillan said that Rotary could do 
much by interesting itself in the employer's 
business, and said that as emplovers they 
could put, themselves in the shoes of the em- 
ployés and ask themselves what they would 
expect if they were labourers. First of all, 
they would expect justice, and that was a 
thing that, to his mind, was often overlooked 
by employers. 

Mr. €. Stephens said that the Rotary Club 
should form a building society and give em- 
plovés an opportunity of buying their homes. 

The Chairman thought ‘that business men 
could find some solution of the question of 
bringing back the good relationship that had 
existed between employer and employé. Their 
Rotary movement included the best employers. 
and it could do much to re-estabhsh good 
relationship. They invited a Dublin Labour 
leader to address the members, but, unfor- 
tunately, the demands on his time had pre- 
vented him from coming; so ‘that it was 
through no idea of leaving out the opinion of 
Labour that they had not had a Labour repre- 
sentative present at that meetin.

ATTACK ON A POST, 


LATEST NEWS FROM 
HEADFORD. 
The latest account of the attack on the 


Headford military post states that it opened 
at about 5.15 in the morning, and did not 
last longer than half an hour, The attackers 
numbered about thirty men, most of whom 
crossed the Corrib in boats. Positions were 
taken up by them in houses opposite the 
barracks. ‘Two of the men crossed the street 
in their stockings and laid the mine on the 
wire entanglement opposite the front door 
of the barrack. The explosion blew in the 
door and bréke some windows. The machine- 
gun in charge of Sergeant-Major Carty was 
brought into action, and was fired into a 
house, where the man McCormack was 
wounded. His arm and one leg were 
almost torn away with bullets. 

When the fire from the attackers ceased, 
Captain Nugent and Lieutenant Burns went 
out, followed by Sergeant-Major Carty with 
the machine gun. They were not fully dressed. 
While crossing the street the Sergeant-Major 
was wounded. The attackers retreated and 
the body of John Higgins, one of their party, 
was found in a yard riddied with bullets. The 
main body of the attackers got across the 
Cormb, Others went through the demesne, 
and here Captain Nugent came upon sixteen 
of them whom he and hie men had almost 
surrounded, and the troops were bringing the 
machine gun into action when it jammed. The 
attackers got away, leaving 5 rifles, 20 bombs, 
a battery and a wire cable. Volunteer Lyons, 
who assisted Sergeant-Major Carty at the 
machine gun, was also wounded and he shes 


since died Five other Volanteers were 
wounded in the fighting in the demesne. 
The attackers succeeded in carrying away 


their wounded. 

lt is stated that the retreat. began almost 
when the first shot was fired from the barracks 
and evidence of this is found in the fact that 
there are only two or three bullet marks on 
the building. The attackers left a number 
ot coats and boots behind them. 

Captain Nugent, who was in charge of the 
40-men at the post, defended his position and 
defeated a determined and well-laid attack 
to capture the post. 

Lieutenant Burns went out in his bare feet 
after the retreating attackers, only a few of 
whom fought on the retreat

They de 
manded his rate books, stating that they had 
orders to seize them. They produced 
Webley revolvers and toid the collector that 
tf he made any attempt to raise an alarm he 
would be shot. They collected the books from 
the office table, tied them in a parcel and 
carried them off, warning Mr. Murphy against 
raising any alarm for au hour. It is pointed 
out that there are duplicates of the books in 
existence, and when .ur. Murphy told the 
raiders this and added that the collection had 
been closed, he was informed that they were 
carrying out their orders. They had. been 
sent to get the rate books and that was all 
that they were concerned with. Last Friday 
night the tooks belonging to the town rate 
collector, Mr. Redmond Magrath, were also 
seized by a party of armed men. 


CINEMA SHOW STOPPED. 


On Saturday night, while a travelling com- 
pany was giving a picture show in the 
Hivernian Hal!, Blackrock, three miles from 
Dundalk, the lights were suddenly switched 
off and the apparatus for throwing the films 
on the screen was put out of action. When 
the proprietor left the hall to find what had 
caused.the stoppage, he was held up by a 
party of men who carried reyolvers, and was 
informed that they intended to prevent the 
show. The audience were informed of what 
had happened and immediately went home. 
The company left the district yesterday. 


SOLDIER DEPRIVED OF HIS 
UNIFORM. 


A soldier engaged in protectéon duty at 
Dromin Junction, on the Great Northern 
Railway, and the bridges in the immediate 
vicinity, while off duty on Saturday evening 
was relieved of his uniform. when he was re- 
turning alone to his post from a shop in the 
village. When within half a mile of his 
destination he was confronted by about half- 
a:dosén young men, who overtook him in a 
motor car. Its oecupants got out, and, ap- 
proaching the soldier, ordered him to accom- 
pany them to a plantation along the roadside 
almost within sight of his companions. Th: 
soldier, who ‘was unarmed, was instantlv 
stripped naked. The strangers having got 
possession of all the clothing that he wore 
drove off.

The sixth ordinary general meeting of this 
ration was held yesterday. Lord 


Faringdon (the Governor) said it would be 
seen from the balance sheet that the current 
and deposit accounta amounted io £1 204 90, 
and that the Corpurstion had realisable 
assets amounting to £1.199.222. of nearly 1U0 
per cent. of its current liabilities, a position 
which was eminently satisfactory. Tie protit 
and loss accoaft showed a credit balance of 
£69,444, but after making provision in respect 
of interest charged to debtors, but unpaid, 
the balance was only £39,411. Profits had 
been particularly hard to make, aud the 
result had fallen short of the Board’s et. 
pectations. It should, however, be mentioned 
that the Corporation had obtained ouly small 
benefits during the past vear from the 
£500,000 of new capital issued, the calls 


having been spread over periods from July to 
December last. The provision of this new 
money had put the Corporation in th strong 


financial position he had already i: dicated. 
The real trouble the Corporation had had to 
face was the result of the political and 
economic conditions in the Near East and else- 
where, and the stagnation of trade and depre-. 
ciation in foreign currencies which they had 
roduced. The Levant Company had found 
it necessary to provide for further losses in 
this connection, and also in the depreciation 
in value of its stocks of goods.
